In 
Perils among falſe Brethren. | 

From which Text he endeavourcd to ſhew, 
wa In what Senſe Men may be ſaid to be falſe Bre- 
thren. 

Secondly, The great Peril and Miſchief of ſuch both 
in Church and State. | 

Thirdly, The Malignity and guilt of this Sin. 

Fourthly, What reaſon we have eſpecially at this time 
to beware of falſe Brethren. 


Firſt, PON what account Men may be ſaid 
to be falſe Brethren ? In order to 


which it is needful to ſtate the full 
extent of the nature of falſe Brethren, and there are 
ſuch with relation both to Church and State. 
Firſt, With relation to God, Religion and the 
Church, they are falſe Brethren. | 
Firſt, That believe, maintain, or propagate any 
falſe Doctrine repugnant to any eſſential Article of 
Religion contained in the Holy Scriptures. Now let 
us try by this rule who are falſe Brethren, either the 
| A 2 Presby- 
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Presbyterians and Congregational Non-conformiſts; 
or Dr. SacheverelPs Party: As to the former which 
his Spleen is chiefly bent againſt, becauſe he was af- 
fraid of the Comprehenſion Bill, and Occaſional Con- 
formity, which would have made, as he expreſſes it a 
Conventicle of the Church, they own all the Articles 
of the Chriſtian Faith, and the Doctrinal Articles of 
the Church of England, and differ from her only about 
Diſcipline, and ſome Ceremonies of Worſhip which 
are owned to be but indifferent things: When as 
Sacheverell's Party preach and priut Doctrines con- 
trary to eſſentials of the Chriſtian Religion. As for 
In!tance, a preſent Biſhop in his Book called Advice 
ro a Friend, and Dr. Sherlock in his, called The Know- 
tedge of Chriſt aſſert, that God tried various ways 
to reduce our deſires to a good agreement again, to 
the dictates of our underſtandings but without ſuc- 
ceſs ; and thoſe former ways not ſucceeding, God did 
manifeſt himſelf in our Fleſh by his example to over- 
rule our Paſſions, and by the promiſes of Eternal Life, 
to inſpire our Souls with courage: But this dero- 
gates from the Wiſdom of- God to ſay, he attempted 
this way and that way, and did not pitch upon the 
right way at firſt; and it blaſphemes the Power of 
God to fay by thoſe ways he could not overcome our 
ſenſual deſires, and fo we laſe the firſt Article of 
our Creed. I believe in God the Father Almighty. The 
ſaid Sherlock alſo denies the Juſtice of God to be na- 
tural to him, altho' it's one of his eſſential Attri- 
butes, and. moſt blaſphemouſly ſcoffs at it and terms 
it cruel and ſavage, and that will not pardon Sin, till 
he hath glutted his revenge on it in the Death of 
Chriſt, and then he is all Love and Patience, or as we 
are uſed to ſay, the Devil is good when he is well 
pleaſed, but what Chriſtian can hear this without 
o | 7 

Dr. Sacheverel alſo in this Sermon, pag. 9. would re- 
duce People to the Popiſh Doctrine of an implicit 
Faith, 
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Faith, by tying us down to Primitive Expoſitions, 
Deciſions and PraQtice of Ancient Writers, and anti- 
quity thereupon: Altho' in the Primitive Times there 
were broached damnable DoQtrines, and the Bereans 
are commended for ſearching the Scriptures to ſee 
whether thoſe things the Apoſtle taught them were 
agreeable thereto, and our bleſſed Saviour tells us, 
If the blind lead the blind, both ſhall fall into the ditch ;, 
and yet Biſhop Bramba! complains of the promiſcu- 
ous licence of unqualified Perſons to read the Scrip- 
tures, and aſſerts it is more pernicious then the over 
rigorous reſtraint of the Romaniſts, and ſo High 
Church would make themſelves Lords of our Faith, 
altho* che Apoſtle diſclaimed ſuch an Authority; and 
that it is the direct way to introduce Popery : Biſhop 
Parker alſo aſſerted ia his Eccleſiaſtical Policy, that ic 
is neceſſary the Supream Magiſtrate of every Nation 
ſhould be inveſted with a Power to conduct the Con- 
ſciences of his Subjects, and govern them in matters 
of Religion, and that Men muſt not be directed by 
their own Judgments : But this is a maxim both bru- 
tiſh and deviliſh, for he that acts againſt Conſcience, 
renders himſelf not only an Hypocrite before God, 
but alſo a Knave amongſt Men. | 
They endeavour alſo to reduce us back again to Po- 
pery, and by giving a few hard Names to Jeſuits, en- 
deavour to colour over their delign : With reſpect to 
this allo the Orthodox Diſſenters are ſo far from be- 
ing guilty, that upon all occaſions both by their 
Words and Actions they have endeavoured to hinder 
the IntroduQion of Popery into this Nation. Aud 
therefore on this account are ſo far from heing falſe 
Brethren, that they have been Eminent Champions 
for the Truth, but Sacheverells Party with reſpec to 
this have been notorious falſe Brethren : Noc that 
they were for the Pope's Supremacy, nor for thoſe Ar- 
ticles of Popery, to which the Councel of Trent fixed 
an Anathema, but which related to the Church of 


Rome. 
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Rome. For the Doctrine of the Church of Rewe is no 
Enemy to the Pomp of Prelacy, but the Doctrine of 
the Court of Rome would have ſwallowed all the dig- 
nities of the Clergy under the Popes Supremacy : 
They held that the Church of Rome was a true Church, 
that the Pope is Superior to all Biſhops, that it is law- 
ful to pray for the Dead, Dr. Couſens wrote his Book 
of ſeven Sacraments, and an other of the Holineſs of 
Lent, altho' puniſhable for it by Act of Parliament: 
And to ſhew how much they are inclined to Popery, 
the Communion Table that did uſe to ſtand in the 
ody of the Channel according to the Rubrick in the 
Common Prayer-Book, was placed Altar wiſe at tbe 
Eaſt end of the Chancel cloſe up to the Wall, and 
they called it the Altar, and uſe to bow ro it, and in 
the time of Biſhop Laud the High Church were all 
upon new Inventions, and had their Crucifixes, Copes, 
Images, and howing to the Eaſt, &c. And at pre- 
ſear, ſeveral of the High Church are for a Union be- 
tween the Church of England and the Church of Rome 
And opealy declare the Papiſts are better Chriſtians 
thin the Calviniſts, and feveral Common Prayer 
Books have been Printed with the Images of Saints, 
and God the Father as an old Man. They own Ordi- 
nation by wicked Popiſh Idolatrous Prieſts to be va- 
lid, and Biſhop Brambal and Dr. Thorndick declared 
the Church of England to be guilty of Schiſm before 
God, for ſeperating from the Church of Rome; and 
ſome are for an immediate Union between the Church 
of England and the Gallican Church, and aſſert that 
their Doctrines of Purgatory, Pennances, Images, 
Tranſubſtantiation, &c. ought, to be no har to it; ſure- 
ly theſe are falſe Brethren with a witneſs: And it was 
4 the obſervation of a Venetian Gentleman when he was 
here in E-gland ; that the rigid Ceremony-mongers 
| did hate the Religious part of the Nation more than 
p the Papiſts, and would eaſily combine with them to 


excirpate them; and one Mr. Ball that I knew, a 1120 
0 
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folk Miniſter, could not patiently bare to hear the 

Triſh Papiſts (that Maſſacred above two hundred thou- 
ſuand Proteſtants in a Months time, in 1641. and ſome 
with exquiſite torments without any provocation gi- 
ven them by the Proteſtants) to be ſpoken againſt. 
And this Party in the Time of King Charles the Firſt, 
did put down Lectures, and the beſt Preachers were 
troubled and ſilenced for not ſubmitting to old anti- 
nated Ceremonies; and a Romaniſt bragged in Print, 
that the Face of the Church of Exgland did begin to 
alter, the Language of our Religion to change, and 
Santa Clara publiſhed, that if a Synod was held not 
mixed with Pxritans, his Religion and ours would 
ſoon be agreed : And it is obſervable the Papiſts have 
always joyned with the High Church againſt the Re- 
ligious Part of the Nation. 

Having ſeen who are falſe Brethren with reſpect to 
what we are to believe I ſhall ſhew, 

Secondly, Who are ſuch to God and Religion, in re- 
ference to the Practical Part of Religion by promo- 
ting Irreligion, Vice and Prophaneneſs, with reſpect 
hereunto, let us enquire whether the Low Church 
Party and Orthodox Diſſenters, or Sacheverel! and his 
Church Party are falſe Brethren ? As to the former ic 
1s evident to all, that their Lives have been more 
agreeable to the Rules of the Word of God, and 
that they have endeavoured ſeveral ways to ſuppreſs 
Vice and Prophaneneſs, particularly by erecting a So- 
ciety for Reformation of Manners : And Sachevere!! 
and his Party have done what they could to deber 
the Nation: Witneſs Sacheverel's own Drunkennel:, 
His railing againſt the ſaid Society, tho? not in his 
Printed Sermon Preached laſt 5th of November, yet 
in that Preached at the Aſſizes held at Darby the 15th 
of November laſt; and that alſo was done in the Reign 
of King Charles the Firſt, ſeveral ways, as by giving a 
Nick-name to the Religious part of the Nation, cal- 
ling them in deriſion Purirays ; Whoſoeyer * 
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his Actions by any Rule either Divine or Humane, he 
was a Puritan; he that would not do whatſoever other 
Men would have him, he was a Puritan. 2d. By de- 
nying the Morality of the Sabbath in Print by Seve- 
ral, and Dr. Pocklington put out a Book called Sun- 
day no Sabbath, and by promoting ſports and pa- 
ſtimes upon the Lord's Day, and reading the Kings 
Declaration for Dancing, about a May Pole on the 
Lord's Day, for denying of which many Conſcienci- 
ous Miniſters, their Wives and Children were ruined 
againſt all Law, Conſcience or Bowels of Compaſſion 
alſo by promoting the erecting of Play-Houſes, and 
one at White-Hall, where Stage Plays were acted 
publickly upon the Lord's Days; whereby a flood of 
Prophaneneſs ruſhed in upon the Nation, which pre- 
pared Perſons for entertaining Popery, which 1s a 
Religion that gratifies Corrupt Nature; and brought 
down the Judgments of God upoa the Nation and the 
Royal Family. 

Thirdly, By expoſing the Clergy of the Church of 
England to contempt and ruin, Arch-Biſhop Land be- 
ing grown into great favour with the King, made uſe 
of it eſpecially ro promote the pomp and temporal 
Honour of the Clergy, procuring the Lord Trea- 
ſurers Place for Biſhop Jun, and endeavouring to 
ix the greateſt temporal preferment on others of the 
Clergy; Inſomuch as the People merrily ſaid when 
they ſaw the Treaſurer riding with the Mace before 
him, and other Biſhops with him, it was the Church 
triumphant 3 and Parſons of Pariſhes were every 
where made Juſtices of Peace: And one Dr. Le Groſs 
Preached a Sermon at Aargarets Weſtminſter, before a 
numerous Congregation of Loyal Subjects on the 
Lord's Day, at the end of his Sermon reckoned up 
the King's Titles, and ſaid, God bleſs the King, and let 
all the People ſay Amen, which they having not been 
uſed to, it being the Clarks Office, did not audibly 


pronounce it as he expected, which put him into ſuch 
| | | a rage, 
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a rage, that with fury in his Countenance, he turn- 
ed himſelf about in the Pulpit and gave the Peo- 
ple this Bleſſing. 


As for theſe Rebells which will not ſay Amen, 
I ſay let them be hanged agen, agen. 


And down he come in a fury out of the Pul- 
pit; the Sermon he afterwards got Printed with 
his foreſaid Benediction to it. . 

Having ſeen how they have endeavoured to pro- 
mote Prophaneneſs and Wickedneſs in the Nati- 
on, let's next conſider what their practical Reli- 
gion, with reſpe& to their own Perſons hath been: 
It is evident they have been exceſſive proud, when 
in the time of King Charles, they were inveſted 
with temporal Pomp and Grandeur, they deſpiſed 


the Gentry at ſuch a rate, that it was a common 


thing to call chem Jack Gentleman : Inſtead of go- 


ing about doing good as our Saviour they -went 


about as the Devil like a roaring Lyon, ſeeking 
whom they might devour; for they ſo violently 
perſecured Conſcientious Chriſtians for not comply- 
ing with their humane Inventions in the Worſhip 
of God, that they put a great part of the Nation 
to Fine and Ranſom, whereby thouſands being weg- 
ried at home, fought themſelves Habications in 
other Countries, and High Church knows no way 
to make themſelves venerable but by ceremony 
and ſeverity. As to our bleſſed Saviour's prohibi— 
tion of ra and falſe judging of others, Mat. 6. 1. 


they are with the Papiſts tor. ſend ing all to the 
Devil, and leaving them there that are not of 


Sacheverell's Party; for they aſſert that Ordination 
by Presbyters is not valid, and that ic is fo oaly 
by Dioceſan Biſhops deſcending in an uninterrup— 
ted ſucceſſion from the Apoſtles, altho' there is no 
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ſach thing, and by conſequence null their own 
Ordination: And where there is no true Ordina- 
tion, they hold there are no true Miniſters ; and 
where they are no true Miniſters, there are no 
true Sacraments 3 and where there are no true Sa- 
crameats, there is no true Church; and where 
there is no true Church, there is no Salvation; 
and conſequently, all the Proteſtants in Europe 
whoſe Paſtors were not ordained by Dioceſan Bi- 
ſhops, muft go to the Devil, and fo make Hea- 
ven and Hell to be at the diſpoſal of ſuch Prieſts 
as they are: And one Newton Parſon of St. Pe- 
ters in Coeſter told his Auditory in a Sermon, that 
Low Church would bring them to no Church; and 
no Church would bring them to the Devil; and 
thus it appears they are none of Chrilt's Diſciples, 
for he commands us to learn of him who was 
meek and lowly, and humble, and went about do- 
ing good. And thus I have made it evident who 
arc falle Brethren in relation to God, Religion 
and the true Church, which ſerious Chriſtians will 
regard, tho' in Sache verell's Church Chriftianity and 
Proteſtantiſm are inſignificant things. I ſhall next 
endeavour to ſhew who are, and were falſe Bre- 
thren in relation to the State; in the Reigns of 
King Charles the Firſt and Second, King James the 
Second, King William and our preſent Gracious 
Qieen Azze, whom God grant long to live. 

Firſt, Let's conſider who were falſe Brethren in 
the Reign of King Garles the Firſt: For the bet- 
tec underſtanding of this, I ſhall lay down the 
Ralz by which he faith falſe Brethren are to be 
tried with relation to the State, Government or 
Society of which we are Members: And the Rule 


is, that no innovation whatſoever be allowed in 


the fundamental Conſtitution of any State with- 
out a very preſſing, nay unayoidable neceſlicy for 
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it, and whoſoever ſingly, or in a private capacity 
ſhould attempt it, is guilty of the higheſt miſde- 
meanor, and is an Enemy to that Body Politick 
of which he is a Member. | 
To apply this maxim to our preſent Govern- 
ment, by which it will appear who are falſe Bre- 
thren to our Conſtitution, which is the beſt in the 
World, ſecuring the juſt Sovereign Authority of 
the Prince, and the Liberty and Property of the 
Subject, either the moderate Church of E-zg/and 
and Orthodox Diſſenters ; or Sacheverel”s High 
Church. 

As to the moderate Church of Ergland Party of 
which the long Parliament who oppoſed the King's 


illegal Proceedings was almoſt all compoſed, yet 


altho' he broke in upon the Subjects Liberties 
and Properties, by raifting Money ſeveral ways 
without conſent of Parliament, and Impriſoning 
thoſe that refaſed to pay; monopolizing many 
uſeful Commodities, diſarming his Proteſtants in 
ſome Countries : Judges turned out for not com- 
plying with his arbitrary will: Several Members 
of Parliament contrary to priviledge of Parlia- 
ment Impriſoned for Speeches made in Parliament 
againſt illegal proceedings 3 yet the Nation bore 
all patiently for ſeveral Years, till the Parliament 
plainly ſaw their utter ruine, and that of the Na- 
tion was deſigned 3 by the Scotch War, the Maſſa» 
cre in Ireland which was contrived here; and 
by his lending the King of France his Men of 
War to deſtroy the Proteſtants of Rochel, and 
entertaining the Pope's Nuncio at Court: And af- 
ter he was taken Priſoner by the Army, and they 
deligned ro cut him off, yet the moderate Church 
and Presbyterian Party did what they could to 
preſerve him, and ſeveral of them contrived away 
to ſet him at liberty, but it being diſcovered, a 
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veral Presbyterian Miniſters were ſhut up in Pri- 


fon, and Mr. Love a Presbyterian Miniſter behead- 


ed for it at Towerbill ; and were not theſe true 
Brethren ? On the other hand let us conſider how 
Dr. Sacheverell's Party carried it towards the King: 
It was they that put him upon all thoſe illegal 
courſes that cauſed his ruine, and aſſerted the 
King might impoſe Loans and Taxes without con- 
ſent of Parliament, ard that his Royal Word of 
Command only did oblige the Subjects in Confci- 
ence to ſubmit thereto in pain of damnation, and 
they that refuſed to pay ſuch Taxes, they reſem- 
bled them to Korah, Dathan and Aviram : Which 
things were aſſerted in Print by one S:bthorp, for 
refutiog to licence which Book Arch-Biſhop Abbot 
was turned out of his Archipiſcopal Authority, and 
Land gave a ſtately allowance to it, ſo what be- 
tween their own revenue which was Jure Divino, 
and the Kings which was Jure Regio, they did not 
leave an Inch of property for the Subject: It was 
the Doctors Party alſo to advance their own 
Greatneſs, put the King upon railing an Army 
againſt the Scotch, which was called bellum Epi/- 
copale, and by ſuch courſes emptied the King's 
Exchequer, and forced him to call a Parliament 
to ſupply it, but before they would do it they 
inſiſted to have grievances redreſſed, which the 
High Church Principle made him deaf to, till it 
was too late, and ſo became acceſſary to his be- 
beheading. | 
Second, Next let us conſider whether the Do- 
for's High Church Party, or the Low Church 
and Presbyterians in the Reign ot King Charles the 
Second were the falſe Brethren ; as for the latte 
of both Nations they were the chiet Inſtruments 
of reſtoring the King and Royal Family as was 
owned by the King himſelf in Parliament: A 
aitno 


Church. 


ctrine Mr. Hoadly hath fo fully confuted in his 
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altho? they were afterwards ſeverely perſecuted for 
ſeveral Years for not complying with ſuperſtiti- 
ous Ceremonies, and above 2000 Non-conforming 
Miniſters were turned out of their Livings for re- 
fuſing to comply contrary to their Conſciences, 
yet they bore all patiently for ſeveral Years, and 
at laſt did make uſe of his Majeſties Declaration 
for indulgence of tender Conſciences. And there- 
fore have no reaſon to be called by the Doctor 
falſe Brethren. On the other hand let's fee how 
the Doctors Party have carried it in this Reign, 
when the King granted an indulgence to the Diſ- 
ſenters. 

Dr. Parker would have theſe expoſed to the 
Pillories Whiping-Poſts, and Gallies, and to be 
more ſeverely dealt with then Perſons are for 
their Immoralities ; and declared that to novriſh 
ſuch Vipers in our own Bowels, is a Sottiſh neg- 
let of our own ſecurity 3 and if the King will in- 
dulge ſuch, he deſerves to periſh with the diſho- 
nour of Sardanapalus, or to be King of the Night, 
and this Paker ſpoke then the Sence of the High 


Thirdly, Let's conſider whether in the Reign of 
King James the Second, High Church or Low 
Church did deſerve Title of falſe Brethren. As 
to Low Church, or moderate Church Men and 
Orthodox Diſſenters, they did vigorouſly oppoſe 
all his deſigns of introducing Popery, and his pre- 
tence to a diſperſing Power, and did what they 
could lawfully to ſecure the Proteſtant Religion: 
On the other hand let's ſee what the Doctors 
High Church Party did to ſecure our Religion and 
Civil Liberties. They had fo tried up the Do- 
ctrine of Paſſive Obedience and Non Reſiſtance, to 
the arbitrary Commands of Princes (which Do- 


anſwer 


anſwer to the Biſhop of Exerer, that there needs 
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no more to be ſaid to it) that the King ſuppo- 
ſing they would be true to their own Profeſſion 
and Principals, was a reaſon he drove on furi- 
onſly towards the ſectling of Popery, and they 
patiently bore it till he couched their ſecular In- 
tereſt, and ſhewed them what they might expect, 
by his turning out the Fellows of Maglalen Col- 
ledge to make room for Popiſh Prieſts, but then 
they roared out like Brutes, that know nothing 
of Cauſes but by their Effects, and courted the 
Presbyterians calling Them, "and promiſed them all 
Kudneſs if they would joyn with them, and help 
them to ſecure their Priviledges 3 but now that 
their dignities are ſecured, with the greateſt un- 
faithfulneſs and ingratitude, they do what they 
can to ruine them: Do not theſe proclaim them- 
ſelves falſe Brethren to all the World? 

Fourthly, Let's conſider whether they do not de- 
ſerve allo to be ſo eſteemed, by their actings in 
the Reign of the late King William: When they 
were likely co be ruined by King James, if the 
Prince of Orange did not come to help them ; 
then they as well as Low Church did iavite him 
over to ſecure them from that imminent danger 
they were in of being ruined, and by the bleſſings 
of God on the Princes undertaking, both our Re- 
ligious and Civil Liberties were ſecured, and the 
Nation to ſhew their gratitude to him for being 
a means of their deliverance by an Act of Parlia- 
ment prochimed him Kiug of England, &c. but 
High Church intending by his aſſiſtance he ſhould 


only advance their Lordly Power, would not own 
bim for King, only ſome of them for their In- 
tereſt did after ſome time acknowledge him K:zg 
de facto, but not de jure, and ſo eſteemed him no 


otherwiſe then an Uſurper, and Plotted to de- 
throne

throne him and bring in King James again; yea, 
to aſſaſſinate him, but God diſcovered it, and ſome 
of them deſervedly ſuſſered Death for it, and yet 
Parſon Cook, one of Sacheverell's Party abſolved 
them at the Gallows, altho' they died impatient- 
ly: Afterwards the King having in riding abroad 
a fall from his Horſe (called Sorrel) which broke 
his Coller Bone, which was thought to be the 
cauſe of his Death, they rejoyced at it, and did 
uſually drink a Health to Sorrel, and therefore 
deſerved no better name than Traytors : But the 
moderate Church Men and Orthodox Diſſenters 
ſnewed themſelves always Loyal to him. 

Laſtly, let us conſider who deſerve the name of ' 
falle Brethren in the preſent Reign of our graci- { 
ous Queen Anne The Low Church and Ortho- 
dox Diſſenters have ever ſince ſhe came to in- 
herit the Throne of her Anceſtors, to which they 
acknowledge ſhe hath an undoubted right, have | 
been true and Loyal to her, pray beartily for her | 
Proſperity, and do what they can to make her 1 
Reign Glorious: On the other hand ſame, both | 
of the Juſtices and Gentry of Aidaleſcæ, were in- | 
flamed to that height by ſome of their Clergy, [

Clergy into an independent Power in Eccleſiaſtical 
Affairs from the Civil Government, eltho? the ſu- 
pream Magiſttate is Keeper'of both Tables, and 
yet Land aſſerted the King had no more to do 
in Eccleſiaſtical Affairs than Jack that rubbed his 
Horſes Heels. Some of that Party do reſtleſly en- 
deavour to bring in the pretended Prince of Wales, 
who is a bigotted Papiſt, and if they could ef- 
fect their Deſign, the neceſſary Conſequence of it 
is the eſtabliſhing Popery in this Nation, which 
the Doctor's Sermon hath a Tendency to.
